The service of qualified dental 
mechanics will diminish the workload on the dentists who may be able to 
devotemore attention to the chairside work. The Dental CouncilofIndia has 
prescribed the necessary regulation for the grant of the certificate for the 
dentalmechanics and for the maintenance of minimum educational standards 
for dental mechanics. The full details of the syllabus, scheme of exami 
nation , qualification for admission , duration of the course, etc., will be as 
fixed by the Dental Council of India . The course will be conducted in the 
Dental College, Trivandrum , with an annual admission of five students. 

2. Duration of the course. The course is a full- time one and extending 
over a period of two academic years and lead to the qualification of Dental 
Mechanic Certificate . 

3. Eligibility for admission . The minimum qualification for admission 

this course will be a pass in the S. S. L. C. or any equivalent 
examination with eligibility for college admission . Candidates possessing 
higher academic qualification will be given weightage. Admission will be 
on the basis ofmerit, the assessment being made on the basis of the total 
marks secured by the candidate in Science subjects (Physics / Chemistryl 
Elementary Science) in the S. S. L. C. Examination . 

4. Age. — Candidates should be at least 17 years of age on 1st July of 
the year of admission and should not be above the age of 20 and should be 
medically fit. The maximum age limit will be relaxed by three years in the 
case of scheduled castes and scheduled tribes and by two years in the case 
of other backward communities eligible for such concession . 

5. Feos.-- A sum of Rs. 200 per annum will be levied as tuition fee for 
the course, payable in one instalment at the commencement of cach 
academic year. A caution deposit of rupees one hundred is to be remitted 
at the college on admission which will be refunded after recovering the dues 
towards breakages etc., if any, at the end of the course. 

6 . Examination . The examination for the grant of certificate of dental 
mechanics shall consist of two parts — the Primary and the Final Certificate 
Examination . The examinations will be held at the end of the first year 
course and second year course .

BILL 
to amend the Kerala Municipal Councils ( Extension of Term of 

Ofice of Councillors) Act , 1978. 

Preamble . - WHEREAS it is expedient to amend the Kerala 
Municipal Councils (Extension of Term of Office of Councillors) Act, 
1978 , for the purpose hereinafter appearing; 

BE it enacted in the Twenty -ninth Year of the Republic of 
India as follows: 

1. Short title and commencement.- ( 1) This Act may be called 
the Kerala Municipal Councils (Extension of Term of Office of 
Councillors) Amendment Act, 1978 ; 

( 2 ) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 31st 
day of May, 1978 . 

2. Amendment of section 2. - In section 2 of the Kerala Muni 
cipal Councils (Extension of Term of Office of Councillors) Act , 1978 
19 of 1978 ) (hereinafter referred to as the principal Act), for the 
figures, letters and words " 1st day of June, 1978 " , the figures, 
letters and words " 1st day of November , 1978 " shall be substituted . 

3. Repeal and saving.- (1) The Kerala Municipal Councils 
(Extension of Term of Office of Councillors ) Amendment Ordinance, 
1978 ( 16 of 1978 ), is hereby repealed . 

(2 ) Notwithstanding such repeal, anything done or any action 
taken under the principal Act as amended by the said Ordinance 
shall be deemed to have been done or taken under the principal 
Act as amended by this Act, 
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STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
By section 2 of the Kerala Municipal Councils (Extension of 
Term of Office of Councillors) Act, 1978 (9 of 1978 ), the term of 
office of the councillors of all the municipalities in the State , other 
than the Changanacherry and Tirur municipalities, was extended 
upto the 1st day of June, 1978. The intention was to conduct the 
municipal elections in May , 1978 , so that the newly elected 
councillors may enter upon office on the 1st June, 1978 . Ву 
section 4 of the Local Authorities Laws (Amendment) Ordinance, 
1978 (11 of 1978 ), promulgated on the 19th April, 1978 , the Kerala 
Municipalities Act, 1960, was amended reducing the qualifying age 
for inclusion in the electoral rolle for a municipality from twenty 
one years to eighteen years. Fresh electoral rolls for each muni 
cipality had therefore to be prepared before conducting elections 
to the municipal councils. As it was not possible to complete the 
preparation of fresh electoral rolls before the elections proposed to 
be held in May, 1978, the elections had to be postponed . The 
elections are now proposed to be held , after preparation of fresh 
electoral rolls, in the month of October , 1978, so that the newly 
elected councillors may enter upon office on the 1st day of November, 
1978. It was therefore necessary to further extend the term of 
office of the councillors of all the municipalities in the State, other 
than the Changanacherry and Tirur Municipalities, upto the 1st 
November, 1978. 


2. As the Legislative Assembly was not in session , and as the 
proposed extension of the term of office of the councillors could 
not wait till the next session of the Legislative Assembly , the 
Kerala Municipal Councils (Extension of Term of Office of Coun 

cillors) Amendment Ordinance , 1978 ( 16 of 1978 ), was promulgated 
. for the purpose on the 31st May , 1978. The Bíll seeks to replace 

the Ordinance by an Act of the State Legislature .

THE PUBLIC PROPERTY (PREVENTION OF DESTRUCTION 

AND LOSS) BILL, 1978

BILL 


to provide for punishmentof certain acts in respect of public property . 

Preamble. - WHEREAS it is expedient to provide for punishment of 
certain acts in respect of public property ; 

BE it enacted in the Twenty-ninth Year of the Republic of India as 
follows : 


1. Short title. — This Act may be called the Public Property (Prevention 
of Destruction and Loss ) Act, 1978 . 

2. Punishment for committing mischief in respect of public property .- 
Whoever attempts to commit or commits or instigates, incites or otherwise 
abets the commission of, mischief within the meaning of section 425 of the 
Indian Penal Code (Central Act 45 of 1860), in respect of public property 
shall be punishable with imprisonment for a term which shall not be less than 
six months but which may extend to five years and with fine which may 
extend to two thousand rupees . 

Explanation. For the purposes of this section , " public property" means 
any property owned or controlled by the Government or by the Kerala State 
Electricity Board or by the Kerala State Road Transport Corporation or by 
any other Corporation owned or controlled by the Government. 

3. Special provision regarding bail. — No person accused or convicted of an 
offence punishable under section 2 shall, if in custody, be released on bail 
or on his own bond unless 

(a ) the prosecution has been given an opportunity to oppose the 
application for such release, and 

(b ) where the prosecution opposes the application , the court is satisfied 
that there are reasonable grounds for believing that he is not guilty of such 
offence . 
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4. Repeal and saving.-- ( 1) The Public Property (Prevention of Destruc 
tion and Loss) Ordinance, 1978 (15 of 1978 ), is hereby repealed . 

(2) Notwithstanding such repeal, anything done or any action 
taken under the said Ordinance shall be deemed to have been done or taken 
under this Act as if this Act had come into force on the 12th day of May, 1978 . 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


A section of the employees of the Kerala State Electricity Board went 
on strike from the midnight of 3-5-1978 . The employees who were partici 
pating in the strike as well as their supporters were alleged to be resorting to 
widespread sabotage activities resulting in huge loss to the Kerala State 
Electricity Board and the Government and great inconvenience to the public . 
It is also a fact that during agitations properties owned or controlled by the 
Government or by the Kerala State Road Transport Corporation or by 
other corporations owned or controlled by the Government are subjected to 
severe damages frequently . 

2. There was no deterrent provision of law to effectively prevent such 
activities. The offences under the Electricity Act, 1910 and under the 
Indian Penal Code which can be invoked against the persons engaged in 
destruction of public properties , are non -cognizable and bailable . It was 
therefore considered necessary to make a deterrent provision for the punishment 
of such offences . 

3. As the Legislative Assembly was not in session and as the proposal 
had to be given effect to immediately the Public Property (Prevention of 
Destruction and Loss) Ordinance, 1978, was promulgated by the Governor 
on the 12th day ofMay , 1978 and published as Ordinance No. 15 of 1978 . 

4. The Bill seeks to replace the Ordinance by an Act of the State 
Legislature. Opportunity is also proposed to be availed of for making a special 
provision regarding the grant of bail to persons accused or convicted of the 
offence .
